M rs. Fricl says, "Our eight-day 
tour to Mexico was most un¬ 
forgettable!'’ She indicated that the 
students were well-behaved and that 
dll had n great time learning about the 
country. She continues with: 

In Mexico City, we toured the 
A/tec Pyramids, the third largest in 
the world, the Xochimilco. and the 
floating gardens, which is the last of 
the lake of which Mexico City was 
built We saw the murals of Diego Riv¬ 
era and the National Cathedral. An¬ 
other educational experience was at 
the Palace of Fine Arts, where we en¬ 
joyed the National Folklore Ballet. 
The Shrine of Guadalupe was beauti¬ 


ful with a strong religious heritage. 
The Virgin Mary's portrait has re¬ 
mained fresh and lovely for more than 
four centuries. The Aztec Calendar in 
the Museum of Anthropoly is one of 
the greatest archeological findings in 
the world. 

On our trip to Acapulco by bus. 
we visited Cuernavaca, where flowers 
grow the year round. Next was Texco, 
known for its silver mines and its pic¬ 
turesque scenery. 

The last part of the tour was Aca¬ 
pulco, one of the most beautiful re¬ 
sorts in the world. Here the students 
took a cruise around Acapulco Bay 
and saw the famous cliffs where the 


divers dive into the bay Also they 
were introduced to Colonial history of 
the area; they even swam in the Pacif¬ 
ic Ocean 

The students had many first¬ 
time experiences, including flying, 
changing currency, and actually 
speaking Spanish in a foreign country 
Other experiences included eating dif¬ 
ferent foods, seeing a traffic jam in a 
large city, and learning about the 
economy of another country. This tour 
definitely was one of great educational 
value and experience for our students 
and chaperones."

I he aits of writing and interpreting 
literature are encompassed in En* 
ghsli courses English is deemed impor¬ 
tant enough to be required all four years 
of high school. 

The first course introduces and en¬ 
forces basic skills learned in earlier years 
ol school. Fundamentals of writing, intro¬ 
duction to good literature such as Shakes¬ 
pearean plays, and correct grammar 
useage are stressed. 

Speech is the next step. Learning to 
write speeches and talk in front of a group 
oi people are taught this second year. 

Appreciation for American Literature 
is taught the junior year. Crane. Dickin¬ 
son. Poe and Steinbeck are a few of the fa¬ 
mous authors whose works are studied. 

During the senior year the student is 
given the option of either studying the be¬ 
ginnings of English literature or tackling 
the Shepherd English course for college 
credit.

A dvancement in the business 
world largely depends upon 
the right start. The vocational de¬ 
partment offers many necessary 
business and computer classes. 

Typing I provides basic skills 
in keyboarding, not only for type¬ 
writers but also for computers. 
Typing II is designed for increasing 
speed and improving business let¬ 
ter-writing skills introduced in the 
first course. 

Shorthand is an elective which 
is useful in the future. Employers 
appreciate students of this class be¬ 
cause of improved punctuation and 
transcription skills. Although not 
used as much as in years past, 
shorthand is still a useful art. 

Word processing with compu¬ 
ters is the new wave in the business 
world and in our business depart¬ 
ment. Letters can be more quickly 
produced and accuracy improved 
with this skill. 

Accounting I encompasses ba¬ 
sic bookkeeping and working with 
figures. Accounting II provides the 
students with an opportunity to 
work individually on bookkeeping 


projects. 

Clerical Block is a class con¬ 
sisting of typing letters and using 
other skills needed in a normal 
business office. It is set up to pro¬ 
vide students with office experi¬ 
ence. 

General Business is just what 
the name implies. All aspects of 
business are studied. 

The business department has 
its own club.

Computers play a large role in 
business today. Comal is the first 
computer language taught here at 
P.C.H.S. It is very beneficial that 
Dr. Leary, the instructor, also 
wrote the book used in this course.
